Yesterday morning we gave a personal 
reminiscence of a gallant Federal officer, 
General Gordon Granger, whose chivalric 
conduct won our heartiest ‘gratitude and 
regard. 

While with Gen. Granger, we met a 
large number of leading Federal Generals, 
among them the Democratic nominee for 
Governor of Ohio—Gen. Wm. 8. Rosecranz. 
and our very brief experience of him may 
not be entirely uninteresting. 

He was the only officer we met from 
whom we received any discourtesy during 
our sojourn with Granger, and it happened 
in this way. 

One pleasant afternoon, Gen. Granger 
had laid off a reconnoitering trip to the 
front, with a number of other officers. 
We were lying down. in bis tent reading, 
when he came in with a stoutly built, 
soldierly-looking officer, with an excecd-, 
ingly martial aspect, and a military trea. 
dressed in a light blue army overcont, 
Granger introduced him as Gen. Rose- 
eranz. He has a peculiarly positive man- 
ner, and his whole appearance, from the 
sharp gleam of his eye, to the firm set ex- 
pression of the jaw, indicated a very de- 
cided character. 

We met him only one time, and then but 
for half an hour, and of course our remem- 
brance of his physique is very vague. 

We recollect very distinctly, however, 
his manner and method. 

He very brusquely acknowledged the 
introduction, and immediately turned the 
conversation to the subject of the war, and 
he discussed it with a freedom, very credit- 
able to his candor, however, it might be 
supposed to be polite to a captive foeman. 

His manner was dogmatic and harsh fh 
the extreme, and his hatred of secession 
cropped out in a very ingenious and lively 
sort of way, not stopping to cull its vocab- 


ulary, nor using its phraseology with any 


special reference to Chesterfield. 

Gen. Granger corsiderately interfered, 
and politely endeavored to turn the con- 
versation into another channel, less full of
